Tightly congested Hiroshima had a population roughly midway be­ 
tween that of Denver and Seattle, respectively 322,412 and 368,302 in 1940. 
But Denver covers 58.7 square miles and Seattle 80.7 square miles. Phy­ 
sically the destroyed area approxim ated th at of Bayonne. N J , an in­ 
dustrial seaport with a population of but 79,198 in 1940. 
Tile high degree of concentration undoubtedly added to the extent of 
Hiroshim a’s destruction. 
In the heart of the city, a few concrete structures rem ain standing, 
like bleak sentinels over a scene of ruin They are believed to be air raid 
shelters. Although they were not destroyed, photographs Indicate they 
were burned out. 
W hite Plume Of Smoke Rises 40,000 Feet 
An expert at U S Army Strategic Air Force headquarters said there 
was no comparison between the fire caused by the atomic bomb and nor­ 
mal conflagrations. When Yokohoma was burned by incendiaries, he said, 
it looked us if smoke pots were burning throughout the city. At Hiroshima, 
a white plume of smoke rose thousands of feet into the air. Crewmen of 
the B-29 which dropped the bomb said it rose 40,000 feet.

K (A P )— The growing flout of Superfortresses 
struck for the third xtraiKht day at the heart of the Japa­ 
nese e m p i r e today with their multiple blows landing on Ya- 
wata, the '‘Pittsburgh of Japan,” the once great Tokyo ar­ 
senal and the Nakajima Mushinotama aircraft factory just 
outside the capital. 


I h e y struck as Admiral Halsey's mighty Third Fleet re­ 
turned to Japanese waters for new attacks having ridden out

A flight of 225 tighter escorted B-29’s assaulted Yawata 
with 1,500 tons of demolition bombs, starting huge tires in 
the great northwestern Kyushu steel center. 
I .am hast Many Other Targets 
Fifty o th e r Superfortresses smashed for the 12th time at 
the great Nakajima aircraft plant, which once turned out 75 
per cent of Nippon’s combat engines. When heavy weather 
closed over the plant another small group turned from that 
target to plaster th** Tokyo arsenal with heavy demolition 
bombs. 
Returning pilots reported encountering heavy flak over both 
the arsenal and the aircraft plant, but of seeing no enemy 
planes. Both objectives were bombed visually without an­ 
nounced results. 
Other B-29's mined the entrances to the important harbors 
of Shimonoseki, Mausuru and Sakai on Honshu and Kashin 
on northern Korea. 
Still more of th** Superforts moved closer to Japan for new 
strikes as tie* first of the giants under the Eighth Air Force 
command of Lt. (ten.

SUGAR SUPPLY | 
NEED NOT CUT 
PEACH CANNING 


With peach canning sealion get­ 
ting underway In Adams county, 
housewives tiiai have less sugar than 
they need for regular canning pro­ 
cedures were told today by Miss 
Mildred L Adams, county home eco­ 
nomics 
extension 
representative, 
that the amount of peaches they 
ran this year need not depend upon 
their sugar supply 
Peaches can be canned with little 
or no sugar, Miss Adams said, with 
the use of processes that give IU 
to 24 quarts of fruit per bushel 
"Choose ripe, fresh, firm fruit and 
don't use any with decayed spots,” 
Miss Adams directed. “Wash and 
j>ecl peaches, handling gently. To 
jm*cI peaches easily, place a few at 
a time In a wire basket or cheese­ 
cloth, dip in boiling water for a 
minute, then dip suickly into cold 
water. Tile skin will slip off easily. 
Cut peaches in half or slice them. 
removing pit. 
Sugar Not Necessary 
"To can without sugar, cook fruit 
in itf own juice until heated through 
but not soft If fruit la not Juicy, 
add Just enough water to keep it 
from sticking to the pan. Park the 
hot peaches in clean Jars, leaving 
a half inch headspace Pre<s down 
until 
penciler 
are 
covered 
with 
juice, then drive out air by running 
a sliver knife around edge of Jar. 
“Sugar Is not needed to keep 
mimed peaches from spoiling 
"When canning with sugar, slice 
peeled pearhes directly into clean 
Jars, leaving a half inch headspace, 
and cover {reaches with boiling sir­ 
up made from one cup of sugar to 
three cups of water It usually takes 
three-quarters to one cup of, liquid 
for each quart Jar Com sirup can 
be substituted for one-third of the 
sugar or honey for one-half of the 
sugar Work out air bubbles by run­ 
ning a silver knife down side of 
Jar. wipe jar run with a ch an, damp 
cloth, adjust lids, and seal accord­ 
ing to manufacturer’s directions 
Process pint Jars 20 minutes and 
quart Jars 25 minutes in the boll­ 
ing water bath 
"When processing time is up. take 
out Jars, finish seal where neces­ 
sary. and set Jars to cool, right side 
up and away from drafts.
